Board ol Administrators of this institution had made some su* 
gestiofls on a* subject but notiung had been done to «*£ 
these into efifeet It is . source of unfeigned pleasure to be 
able to report that, under the present management, a ward f 0r 
male children has been opened, with gratifying results. It will 
doubtless be, to many, a subject of surprise to learn that New 
Orleans has no Hospital for children, it is earnestly to be 
hoped that the beginning which has recently been made in our 
midst, by the ereation of the ward alluded to, may develop h lt 
lasting results. ° 

Various improvemente have been made in the sanitary 
arrangements,,,,!,, House, bui they are merely mentioned here 
owing to their being specifically described elsewhere. 

I cannot, however, omit calling your Excellency's attention 
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in a special maimer, to tbe importance in a hygienic point of 
view of the early laying of a sewerage pipe from the Hospital to 
the river. A memorial on this subject has been presented to the 
City Councii by a special committee of the Board, and I would 
most respectfully direct notice to the matter, in the hope that 
Stair aid will be extended for I lie speedy prosecution of this 
work, whose importance cannot be overestimated. 

The Hospital Library is deserving nf careful protection, and 
the advantages for study, which it already presents, foreshadow 
its usefulness in the future to the Resident and Visiting Medical 
Staff of the institution.

HOUSE SURGEON'S REPORT.

\i.u oki bans, December 31st, L882. ^ 

To the Board of Administrators, I lutrttj Hospital; 

Gentlemen -At the dose of the year, I have the honor to pre- 
-•lit Hi.- reporl of your executive officer. 

The Clerk's report, herewith submitted, showB the number 
"i' patients admitted during Hie year, 6419 This number 
exceeds the usual annual admissions, owingtothe large number of 
laborers in the country, rebuilding levees and constructing new 
lines of railroad ; owing, also, to the unusually wide prevalence 
of the malarial levers In the inundated districts of th 
More than one-third i L964] of the patients admitted suffered of 
the malarial levers. These diseases have yielded well to treat- 
ment, a..d the death-rate of the year, twelve per cent, of the ad 
missions, is the smallest for ten years. 

On the31s1 of December, 664 patients remain in the ll.. s - 
pital. Of these seventy-three are incurable, comprising the 
consumptive deformed, epileptio, paralyzed, aged and infirm. 
The point may well be raised that these patients are not, strictly 
speaking, subjects for Hospital treatment Nothing, however, 
is gained by discharging such patients, who are hom< 
and friendless. They wander through the streets of the city 
until, half starved and ill from exposure, the\ return more piii. 
able than ever. As the State makes no other provision for them 
it is a charity to keep them, while our room and means permit. 

We are organizing more efficiently the out-door clinics for 
the poor. In these clinics the poor receive medical and sur- 
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gical treatment every day. Through this gratuitous service on 

the pari of thr Medical Stall'. [In- institution extends its eharin. 

Since tli" fire( of July, more than 3000 visiting patients have 
been treated in the out-door clinics. The record of these 
patients, now preserved for the first tame, is herewith sabmittecl. 
By treating more patients onl doors, we bave already gained in 
il,,. Hospital two wards, very much needed— an additional ward 
for negroes, and a Ward for Boys. 

The Venereal Departmenl of 1 1n*, house lias been reduced, 
in order to make room for a surgical ward for negroes. The 

real diseases have occupied more space than really required 
for subjects deserving charity. 

The Visiting Oculists, by treating most of tin* eye and ear 
diseases in the out !•:><■ and Ear Clinic, bave allowed us to 
convert one >>i" the old eye wards into a ward for D03 

For raanj reasons our little patients [boys and girls and 
children), should be to themselves. The opening of a Boys 
Ward is the initiative step in this direction. Girlsand children, 
under five years of age, are now scattered over the Female De 
partment to fill up the chinks and corners. A. separate depart 
men! for children is a pressing necessity in the Hospital. 

The Female I tepartment of the Hospital is crowded, patients 
always sleeping on the ttoor. Th only one ward forebl- 

uied women, and ail diseases, surgifM-l, obstetrical, medical and 
gynaecological, are thus grouped together. In the white female 
wards medical and gynaecological eases are associated. These 
arrangements are improvised in our necessity. More wards are 
required for women to relieve their crowded apartments, and 
allow the classification of patients in separate wards, according 
to their disea 

Whenever the resources of the Hospital will permit) tbe 
ejection of a House for Women and Children is strongly recom 

mended. 
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Hie suggestion to utilize for this purpose, or for any other 
purpo8e,in connection with the Hospital, the building of the 
School of Medicine, across the street, is now wholly impraoti- 
cable. The oosl of altering and fitting this building, tmsnitable 
by eonatraetton for hospital purposes, would exceed the origin*] 
purchase price 113,600). Ami. after all this, the expense of 
maintaining a separate domestic ami medical service would be 
out of proportion to the number of patients (.. be eared for. ii 
is respectfully recommended that this building be resold, if p lls . 
sible, and the proceeds expended in building, upon ih Hospitqi 
ground*, a House fur Women Mini Children. It is better thai all 
departments of the Hospital should be a,,,,, the presenl site. 
under the immediate supervision of one management

Even in the absence of means seeute, it is we u to dia, 

plans for some future day. The house, now heated by steam ba

should have freer escape. To improve the ventilation of the 
house would be to increase its capacity. 

The sanitary condition of the Hospital premises Las beea 
improved by grading and draining the grounds. 

TheflvefS) new cisterns, capacity approximating nmooo 
gallons, recently added to the clear water supply of the prem i_ 
help (he cause of cleanliness. 

However, the. sanitary condition of the Hospital and itssuj 

rOUndipgS will never !«■ saiisfart ..ry until the sewer pipe is laid 
the vaults In the river, as now advised and urged by your 

special Committee. 

The disposition of the Board to promote the advancement 
of medical work in the Hospital is fully appreciated. The im 
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provemenl of bhe Operating Room facilitates the practice of 
surgery. For the first time, the room is supplied with clear hot 
and cold water, ready to hand. 

The report of the Pathologist is herewith submitted. This 
department renders valuable assistance to the medical service. 
It should be fostered, and its medical work encouraged. 

Acknowledgments are due to the donors to the Hospital 
Medical Library, whose names appear in the lis! herewith sub- 
mitted. 

In conclusion, I beg to report, generally, thai (he work in 
the several departments of the medical service has been well 

done; the do stic departments are in good order; Sisters of 

Charity are on duty during the night as well as the day ; and 

throughout the house absolute cleanliness prevails. The domes- 
aanagemenl of the Hospital deserves ihe highest commenda- 
tion.

The numerous macroscopicaJ ami microscopical pathological exam- 
inations, mentioned in the regular monthly reports of this year, have 
not only served to aid in the diagnosis m ihegreul variety of disi 
(rested In the Hospital, but they have, also, still mure aroused and 
Inoreased the spirit for scientific medical Inquiry among the resident 
students of tin- Institution. While the regular assistant students of 
i.l,i„ departmei oquired s greater and mote thorough knowledge

of pathological anatomy, a number of the other resident students, I am 
happy to Bay, have also profited by the opportunities offered here, in 
improving their knowledge in practical pathological anatomy, as well 
as in the microscopical and chemical examinations of urine and other 
morbid fluids* and secretion*. The neee-wary requisitions for the depart. 
metit have thus far been made with a view to the strictest economy ■ 
though there are still needed a mimberof miscellaneous Instrun* 
and, partiealaiiy, more books of reference, to which you will please 
dinrt the attention of the Honorable Hoard of Administrators. 

Hoping thai the beneficial tnfluenoe which this department lias, 
during theshorl time of its existence, already exerted upon the promo- 
tion of true medical science in Louisiana, may steadily increase here-

Gentlemen The fiscal year of this institution having ended 
on 31st ultimo. 1 beg leave to submit the following snmmarj 
its financial and general condition : 

On the 1st Jay of Jul) tli'- present Administration assumed 
charge of tin- Hospital, and the e introl and management of its 
affairs 

During the iatl sr pari of Jun >, the following n sd gentle 

men, viz : Dr. Thos Laytou Messrs. M. I>. Lagan. Edwin Marks, 
p, Buchanan, E. Sin nott, i.'has. Lafitte, John T. Gibbons, with 
Mr. L. ('. .Iinvy absent, ami who subsequently resigned, and tin' 

ucy thus created being filled by tin- appointment of Dr. <'. 
,1. Bickham, met in the Treasurer's office, and organized the new 

,l.l>_\ the election of Dr. Thos. Dayton us Vice-President, 
afterwards electing the following named officers to serve during 
iln- pleasure of the Board, viz: House Surgeon, Hr. A. li. Miles: 
tssigtant House Surgeon, Dr. David Jamison; Pathologist, Dr. 
II. D.Schinidt ; Chemist and Druggist, John Johnson ; Engineer, 
John Ponder; Clerk, J. (', DeMahr, and Will Steven, Secretary 
and Treasurer. 

I herewith submil the annual aocounl of receipts and dis 
bursements, together with auxiliary statements, bo all which ref- 
erence is made: 

During the month of February last the Board of Adminis- 
trators, then in pfearge purchased the building directly opposite 
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the Hospital on Common street, built for, and fur some time 
occupied bj the new School of Medicine, now generally known 
as the "Garfield School," paying for the same, together with 
adjoining lots, the sum total of W8.583 ! 3, and paj ing for same 
:: ' in cash, and assuming the payment of two notes each 
for the sum of $583 33, one of which matured and was paid in 
September Last, and tin- other maturing in September of the 
presenl year, which payments appear on the statcmeul rendered. 
'I In- building ia now occupied by the Oifcy of Now Orleans 
public school, at a rental of J75 per month and is likely to con- 
tinoe to be so ocespied fortheuexl three months, or possibly 

longer, nolo--, possessi »f same should be sooner desired by the 

ril. 

Tl "' tota.1 revenue thus far received from iliis source 
aniountsto 1506 25, with 8131 25 duo up to LrI of January, 
L883, and which amount, it ia expected, will be collected from 
the oii\ in the course of u fern daye 

During the year 1881, and the early pari of the year I 
about twenty-two hundred dollars &2200 of the funds of the 
Hospital were expended, in connection with the inauguration, 
equipping and maintenance ol a Training School for Nurses, 
deluding fifteen months' rental of a building suitable for the 
|iu rpose. 

For some months past a controversy has been pending 
between the Board of Administrators of the Hospital and the 
Board of Directoraoi the Training School, relative to the rein, 
bursemenl of said amoanl to the Hospital, and to the possession 
of certain articles of furniture and household effects, which co e 
Uovoisv has. within the past few weeks, been settled by the 
delivery to the Hospital of the property referred to, valued it t 
about 1600, and the withdrawal of all legal proceedings for some 
time past pending in the Civil District Court of this parish. 
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The following material repairs and improvements have 
recently been made in and to the Hospital am] its surround- 
ings, Viz : 

The cleaning, renovating and painting of the main and 
illary buildings. 

In tin* engine-room one new improved Woodward pump for 
feeding the boiler. 

In the main yard, one pair of Fairbanks' scales for weighing 
ooal and other material received bj cart loads; also, six hundred 
feet of three-inch cast iron pipe, laid underground for the par- 
ol" conveying water from pump to res&rvoirs. 

In addition, the main yard and grounds have been regraded 
and paved, and all necessary sewer-pipes laid oat to the street, 
Bias forming automatic drainage throughout. 

Three large gas lamps have been erected in the grounds, 
which is an improvement mnch needed, and is a great, con- 
venience. 

There has also been erected on the premises five large cis- 
terns, with a capacity of nearly oue hundred thousand gallons. 
In the basemen! or foundation of two of these cisterns very com- 

ble bathrooms have been fitted up complete, and the founda- 
tion of another has been arranged as a cellar in which to beep 
butter, lard and such articles. 

The Laundry Department has been provided with one pair 
of new clothes mangles, and one large Shaker washing machine, 
with a capacity of 3000 pieces per day. 

In the main building, the heater for supplying hoi water 

throughout the Hospital has been thoroughly overhauled, a cop- 
per worm supplied, and all put in good working condition. 

In addition to the heaters formerly in the Hospital, seven 
thousand feet of steam pipe have been added, so that now a emu 
I 
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fortable ami uniform temperature can be maintained throughout 
the building in the coldest weather. 

The amphitheatre has been thoroughly overhauled, remod- 
eled and improved, supplied with large basins, with pipes con- 
veying hot and cold" water, and it isnow heated by steam. Alto- 
gether, it is well ami conveniently arranged, a i a total expen- 
diture of about eight hundred and fifty dollars I 8850 . 

Our principal .steam boiler lias been in constant use for 
nearly thirty years. It would be advisable to have it replaced 
by a new and larger one at an early day. 

Radiator screens, six In number, for the steam pipe beat- 
era, while not absolutely necessary, would add very much to 
the appearance of the hulls and passages where the pipes are 
loiaiU*d as heaters. 

All the improvements mentioned have, tinder the direc 
of the House Committee, been supervised and attended to by 
Mr. Ponder, the Engineer of the Hospital, who is entitled to 
much credit for the expeditions, economical and thoroughlj 
workmanlike manner in which the work has been perfbrmi 

Before the next regular meeting of the Board, the grounds, 
in front and rear of the main buildings, will be lighted bj three 
electric lights, gratuitously placed there by the Brush Electric 
Light Company, including the necessary poles, etc. 

Several Improvements are, in contemplation, including an 
improved elevator, to convey patients to the upper atorie 
the main building. 

Drawings and specifications for a complete system of sewer- 
age, to convey the feeal matter to the Mississippi river, 
being prepared, bo that, when the proper times arrives, the 

er may be proceeded with. 

It is to be hoped that some provision will be made to 
Increase the accomodations for the demands daily made for 
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admission, as, at the preseal time, the want of space is severely 
felt : it may become necessary to erect a new wing or division, or 
;ul<l another story to the principal building. 

I regret thai the amount [have reported as received from 
auctioneers, for tax on sales, is su small. This, however, is 
accounted for by pending litigation the nature of which will be 
found in the report of the Attorney.
